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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the 35 (JSC 112, second 
paragraph rejection, the amendment overcomes this rejection. With respect to applicant's arguments in reagards to where the prior art of 
Nakano does not teach providing two clock signals, examiner respectfully disagrees. Nakano teaches a timing controller (100) outputting 
to the source drivers at least two clock signals having different phases (col. 6, lines 30-37) Nakano teaches a number of data busses 
(131-133, 141) between the timing controller and the source drivers. With respect to Applicant's arguments on where Nakano fails to 
teach "the source drivers separately sample the data to thereby reduce electricity consumption", examiner, respectfully, disagrees. As 
stated in the previous office action, this limitation is functional language. MPEP.21 14 states wherein if the structure is taught then it is an 
inherent function for the structure to obtain the same results, therefore, since Nakano teaches the structural limitations as recited in the 
claims, the device would therefore reduce electricity consumption. With respect to applicant's arguments on improper combination of 
Nakano with Uchino, examiner, respectfully, disagrees. As stated in the final office action, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to include the synchronization of Uchino in the system of Nakano in order to reduce the 
amount of crosstalk and thereby enhancing the resolution of the LCD panel. As shown from the final office action, the prior art of Nakano 
in view of Uchino and Itakura teach the limitations set forth in the claims, therefore the rejection is maintained.. 
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
